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Beauty 
spot wind 
turbine is 
put on ice 

MULTI-MILLION pound 
plans for a 200ft wind 
turbine at West Bromwich’s 
Sandwell Valley beauty spot 
have been put on ice by 
Sandwell Council. 

The council believed it 
might provide electricity for 
up to 20,000 homes in blus¬ 
tery conditions. 

But finance boss Council¬ 
lor Steve Eling, has now said 
it is no longer in current 
spending plans. 

The turbine would have 
cost £2.6million-£3million 
but it was hoped, it would 
have paid for itself through 
selling energy to the 
National Grid. 

It would have been sited at 
Swan Pool and Sandwell 
Valley senior countryside 
officer Malcolm Freeman 
said: “Whilst at Sandwell 
Valley we’re keen to 
embrace projects that 
benefit the environment, we 
also have to balance that 
against retaining the park as 
a beauty spot.” 

Councillor Eling said: “I 
gave an indication a while 
ago that if a business case 
was not submitted immi¬ 
nently, any money allocated 
to the scheme would be with¬ 
drawn. It’s certainly not on 
the spending plans we have 
at the moment.” 

Council bosses said there 
was sufficient wind flow and 
it would not affect flight 
paths to Birmingham 
Airport or overhead power 
lines. 

Car found in 
death probe 

A CAR has been found by 
police investigating a hit- 
and-run tragedy in which an 
85-year-old Cradley Heath 
great grandfather died. 

Bernard Betts was cross¬ 
ing the road feet from his 
Barrs Road home when he 
was knocked down on 
January 16. He died two 
weeks later. 

Police said a Citroen car 
found at a garage in the 
Walsall area had given them 
significant leads. They also 
interviewed a man, 40, who 
visited officers voluntarily.

A TRIBUNAL has made a 
landmark ruling that could 
mean Sandwell Council gets 
more than £1 million back 
from the VAT man on ceme¬ 
tery memorial charges. 

The cash may help pay for the 
refurbishment of Rowley Regis Cre¬ 
matorium. The council won’t have to 
borrow cash for the work. 

In the test case the council had 
claimed that VAT should not be 
charged on personal memorials in 
connection with cremated ashes. 

And now the London tribunal has 
agreed with the authority. 

The tribunal’s ruling is still subject 
to an appeal by HM Revenue and 
Customs, but if it stands, it could 
mean Sandwell would be paid back 
more than £lm in VAT. 

The decision could also help other 
local authorities who have received 
VAT demands from the sale of memo¬ 
rials at cemeteries and crematoria. 

Sandwell Council deputy leader 
Councillor Mahboob Hussain said: 
“In these difficult times where we are 
forced to make cuts it is welcome 
news to have won this test case. 

“It is money that can now be 
ploughed back into the cemetery 
services and hopefully pay for the 
refurbishment of the Rowley Regis 
Crematorium.” 

Ploughed 

The tribunal agreed with Sandwell 
Council that VAT should not be 
charged on personal memorials con¬ 
nected with cremated ashes. 

It accepted HM Revenue and 
Custom’s argument that memorials 
are a focal point for remembrance, 
but considered that primarily the 
bereaved wanted a fixed location 
identified with the deceased. 

This is normally immovable prop¬ 
erty and the inscription an incidental 
part of this service making it a single 
supply which would mean it is not 
subject to VAT. 

Cemeteries boss Brendan Day 
said: “We have been arguing this case 
for a number of years now so I am 
really pleased with the outcome.”

STAFF and pupils at a Smethwick school have 
been left devastated by an arson attack. 

A large wooden shed was set alight at Devon¬ 
shire Infant School in Auckland Road on Sat¬ 
urday night. 

The shed and gardening equipment which 
was used by the pupils and adults, were 
destroyed. 

The tools included rakes and trowels, over¬ 
alls and wellies for the children, kneeling 
pads, compost and other items. 

Deputy headteacher Sharon Gibson said: “I 
was so shocked that someone would do this 
just for fun. We had worked so hard to create 
this for the children, and only had volunteers 
from The Princes Trust in before half term to 
work on the allotment. The gardener has also 


lost all his log books in the fire which has 
records of all the childrens’ work and the 
progress of the allotment.” 

The school held a special assembly on 
Monday, where the teachers talked to the 
pupils about the fire, and an emergency school 
council meeting was held on Tuesday when 
the pupils and teachers discussed the best way 
to move forward. 

Inquiries 

Mrs Gibson said: “We are not going to give 
up on the allotment because of this, and not let 
it get to us. We will now start looking at ways 
we can fundraise to replace the shed and the 
equipment.” 

Mrs Gibson said they had not had chance to 


work out how much the damage has cost them, 
but the shed was bought for £1,300 early last 
year, and there was a substantial amount of 
equipment. 

Police spokeswoman Deb Edmonds said: 
“The shed was destroyed in the blaze and it is 
believed to have been started deliberately. 
Unfortunately there is no CCTV which covers 
the area. 

“We made door to door inquiries in the local 
area, and we are continuing with our investi¬ 
gations.” 

Sandwell school’s boss Councillor Bob 
Badham said: “I think it’s disgusting that 
someone should burn down the shed and 
destroy community items. It’s very upset¬ 
ting.” 


Young get 
help with 
experience 
of work 

HUNDREDS of unemployed 
people in Sandwell are being 
given three-month work 
experience placements with 
Sandwell Council under a 
major new scheme to help 
young people. 

The authority is believed 
to be the first in the country 
to offer such placements. 

The council has got all 
departments signed up to 
offer 300 placements for 16- 
24-year-olds. 

Traditionally work expe¬ 
rience placements at the 
council have been for people 
of school age, and only lasted 
two weeks. 

At the launch of the 
scheme Sandwell Council’s 
deputy leader and cabinet 
member for service improve¬ 
ment Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain said: “A large 
number of young people 
have struggled to find work. 

“This scheme is to help 
them gain experience, not 
only of different careers, but 
also of being in the work¬ 
place. 

“Even if it is just getting 
up on time, and sticking to 
working full time hours it 
will be beneficial.” 

The placements will be in 
areas such as construction, 
engineering, architecture, 
planning and communica¬ 
tions. 

Application forms will be 
put online for the positions 
and all will be considered 
before the successful 300 
applicants are chosen.

Council pays £170,000 union bill 


TRADE unions are costing cash- 
strapped Sandwell Council almost 
£170,000 a year. 

The authority spends £153,695 on 
full time union representatives plus 
a further £14,335 on office accom¬ 
modation for GMB, Unison and 
Unite. The data has been released by 
the council under Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation laws. 

Union bosses defended their role, 
saying they respresented good value 


for money. “At the moment our 
members are being made redundant 
on a weekly basis,” said Unite 
spokesman Brian Rickers. 

“Our trade union representatives 
are assisting with the smooth tran¬ 
sition of this. “If anything, we are 
saving the council money in terms of 
negotiating. 

He added: “If there were no trade 
unions, there would be major redun¬ 
dancies. All councils in England and 


Wales have to have trade unions. We 
play a crucial role safeguarding jobs 
and by safeguarding jobs we are 
safeguarding services.” 

Unison Spokeswoman Mary 
Maguire said: “Investing in good 
industrial relations, like this, actu¬ 
ally saves money. By encouraging 
better communication between 
emp-loyers and employees, earlier 
intervention in relation to problems, 
and improved workplace relations.” 


She said research by the Depart¬ 
ment for Business a few years’ ago 
suggested effective and engaged 
union representation saves the 
public purse between £170m and 
£400m a year by improving reten¬ 
tion, training take-up, health and 
safety, and dispute resolution. 

GMB spokesman Mo Khalik said: 
“Our full time reps are worth every 
penny as they resolve a lot of issues. ”

Working with dog owners 
the wardens aim to inform 
and, where necessary, fine 
those who fail to pick up 
their dog’s waste. 

Last year the council 
issued 43 fixed penalty 
notices carrying a fine of £75 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said: 
“Dog fouling is a big concern 
for Sandwell residents, who 
keep asking us to do more 
about it. 

“The vast majority of dog 
owners are responsible, 
which is shown by the 
amount of dog mess - 
around 70 tonnes a year - we 
collect from our dog fouling 
bins. But sadly a small 
number are not, and they 
are putting people’s health 
at risk, particularly children 
who play in parks and on 
grass.

Locked 

She travelled from Poland 
to meet her with the inten¬ 
tion of saving her from the 
relationship and taking her 
back to her native country. 

But following a party on 
May 12 , a row broke out and 
after finding what Miss 
Hauser was trying to do, 
Naja became angry. 

He locked them in the 
home and walked into Miss 
Hauser’s room on three 
occasions. 

Ewa told the jury: “I do 
not know much about what 
happened after that. 

“I later saw my sister had 
a bruise on her face.” 

An ambulance was called 
in the early hours of the fol¬ 
lowing day. Miss Hauser 
died from bleeding of the 
membrane between the 
brain and skull in hospital 
on the same day. 

Naja had denied both 
charges and said Miss 
Hauser had fallen down the 
stairs.

A WHOLE community has rallied 
round to help little Josh Jackson 
who is battling leukaemia. 

More than 20 volunteers gave up their 
time for the eight-year-old. 

They got together to completely revamp 
the youngster’s family home in Tipton. 

Josh’s mother Louise Smith burst into 
tears when the transformation of the house 
in Bloomfield Road was unveiled onm 
Sunday. 

The 32-year-old, who is also mother to 
Courtney, 12, Connor, 10 and two-year-old 
Thomas, said: “I cannot believe it, it is so dif¬ 
ferent. It is just unbelievable to see the time 
that has been put into this. 

“I’ve just never had the time with Josh 
being so poorly. 

“It really is amazing. It is just really good 
of them to spend their time to come and do 
this. It is unbelievable, I never ever thought 
I would come back to something like this. It 
means I haven’t got to worry.” 

Josh was first diagnosed with leukaemia 
when he was two and underwent three years 
of treatment. He was in remission for two 
years but in October Louise, her former 
partner and Josh’s father Andy Jackson, 
and the rest of the family received the dev¬ 
astating news that the cancer had returned. 

“It was heartbreaking,” said Louise. “To 
do it once and now for Josh to do it again is 
just heartbreaking.” 

Diagnosis 

He is now receiving intense chemother¬ 
apy at Birmingham Children’s Hospital and 
was allowed home for a few hours on Sunday 
to see the makeover. It is hoped he will 
return home this weekend. 

Before the revamp the youngster had 
made one stipulation - that the wallpaper of 
his beloved Liverpool FC remained in his 
bedroom. And he was delighted with the 
result after his room was revamped with a 
new bunk bed and curtains. 

Sister Courtney’s room has been deco¬ 
rated with girly pink and white spotted cur¬ 
tains, while she too has new furniture and a 
new bed, and Louise’s bedroom is now a 
sanctuary with purple curtains, bedding 
and a new armchair to relax in. 

The house also has new carpets, laminate 
flooring in the living room a new bathroom 
suite, wallpaper, curtains and blinds. The 
bulk of the work has been done by Sandwell 


Council and 14 apprentices, aged 16 to 19 
with many of the furnishings donated. 

The revamp followed an appeal put out on 
Josh’s Facebook page, Joshua Battling 
Cancer, by family friend Alison Bullock. 

Miss Bullock, 36, a police officer at Old 
Hill, said: “I have really got to know the 
family well over the couple of months, and 
just really wanted to do all I could to help. 

“They have all been through so much, and 
their story really touched me. Louise has so 
much to cope with, that she does not have 


the time to spend on the house. Her focus 
has to be on Joshua, and so I just wanted to 
do what I could to make her home a better 
place for her and the children to be. 

“She has to be back and forth to hospital, 
she has the other children to look after, and 
she works. I don’t know how she does it.” 

She added: “I originally just wanted to 
freshen the house up, but people have been 
so generous that I have been able to do the 
whole house. I have just been amazed at how 
many people have come forward to help me. 


We have had quite a few companies come 
forward, and donated furniture, and money, 
and we have had lots of people just popping 
over to offer help. It has been fantastic.” 

Miss Bullock also praised the work of the 
apprentices. 

She said: “I would not have been able to 
do it without them.” 

She added: “Joshua is a massive Liverpool 
fan, and he asked us not to touch his Liver¬ 
pool football club wallpaper because it was 
put up by his grandfather Edward Smith.”

High Street makeover gathers pace 


WORK is gathering pace on a multi¬ 
million pound improvement project 
to smarten up West Bromwich High 
Street. 

Paving work has started, in 
Duchess Parade, part of the pedes¬ 
trian stretch of High Street. New 
seating, plants and bins will also be 
introduced to create a more attrac¬ 
tive town centre. 

The work is the next stage in the 
revitalisation of the High Street as 


part of the Public Realm project. 

Last year the iconic red Sandwell 
Centre canopy and kiosk were 
demolished along with the Farley 
Centre canopy to create a more open 
shopping environment. 

Once the Duchess Parade end of 
the pedestrian High Street is com- 
leted, similar improvements will 
e carried out to the Princess 
Parade end. Improvements include 
refurbished market stalls and an 


area for performances and events. 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for 
jobs and skills, Councillor Derek 
Rowley, welcomed the latest work. 

“You really can see the improve¬ 
ments to the pedestrian High Street 
starting to take shape. This is a 
major piece of work which will give 
the existing town centre a much 
needed lift and hopefully attract 
new businesses and shoppers,” he 
said. The Public Realm project 


involves upgrading streets, squares 
and other open spaces in and around 
the town centre. 

Sandwell Council and its partners 
secured funding of £4.1 million from 
the European Regional Develop¬ 
ment Fund for the scheme, which 
has already seen paving, trees and 
street furniture installed along 
High Street, Bull Street, Overend 
Street, and at the new Sandwell 
College.

Mr Rose said he was building a 
model steam engine in the shed and 
enjoyed spending hours in there. 

The father-of-two said his 11- 
year-old son also liked “mucking 
about” in the shed. 

He said a friend had helped him to 
lay the base and the foundations and 
he had originally planned for the 
roof to have been constructed by 
tiles. 

“Unfortunately I ran out of good 
weather so put a felt shingle roof on. 

“I saved a lot by making the 
window and door frames myself. 

“The original sketches were of a 
castle, complete with a drawbridge 
to ride a motorbike into it but every¬ 
one told me to tone it down.” 

Mr Rose said he had entered his 
shed into the competition after 
finding the website while “looking 
for inspiration”. 

He added: “I decided to enter it as

The shop vacancy rate for 
West Bromwich is now 25.4 
per cent - a drop of 2.9 per¬ 
centage points over the past 
year, according to the Local 
Data Company.

Sandwell Chamber of 
Commerce president Ninder 
Johal said the growth of the 
internet shopping had 
meant town centres across 
the country were struggling. 

“It’s been a growing trend 
for some time now,“ he said. 

But he welcomed the fact 
West Bromwich out of the 
bottom 10.

Hospital in 
hygiene plea 
to stop bug 
spreading 


THE NHS trust which runs Sandwell General 
Hospital, which was hit by an infection out¬ 
break, is asking visitors to its other hospitals 
to follow simple hygiene rules. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust 
closed Sandwell General Hospital to visitors last month fol¬ 


lowing an outbreak of 
norovirus. 

Now bosses are asking 
visitors to help prevent the 
spread of the infection. 

Norovirus causes gas¬ 
troenteritis and is passed on 
by contact with an infected 
person, consuming contami¬ 
nated food and water, or 
contact with contaminated 
surfaces or objects. 

Restrictions 

The trust’s other sites, 
City and Rowley Regis Hos¬ 
pitals, were unaffected by 
the bug. 

However, trust bosses are 
asking visitors to those sites 
to take simple precautions 
to prevent the virus spread¬ 
ing. 

A maximum of two visi¬ 
tors is allowed. Visitors 
should not sit on patients’ 
beds, and should wash their 
hands thoroughly with soap 



visiting wards and after 
using the toilet. In addition, 
people who have had 
norovirus-like symptoms, 
such as diarrhoea or vomit¬ 
ing, should not visit until 
they have been symptom- 
free for 72 hours. 

Even after affected wards 
at Sandwell Hospital are 
reopened, visiting restric¬ 
tions will remain in place for 
the time being, so people are 
asked to check the trust’s 
website by logging on to 
www.swbh.nhs.uk before 
visiting. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Sometimes it is necessary 
to close wards to visitors to 
prevent the spread of 
viruses. 

“We are asking visitors to 
follow a few simple steps to 
ensure that the virus does

ROBBERS wearing wigs stole thousands of pounds worth 
of jewellery and cash in a raid on a pawnbrokers in Great 
Bridge, Tipton. 

The thieves stormed into H and T Pawnbrokers, jumped 
over the counter and filled bags with jewellery and cash. 

They then ran out of the shop and drove off in a grey 
Volvo C30. Police later found the vehicle burned out in 
Jonah Close, Tipton. The police released CCTV images of 
men they want to speak to in connection with the robbery 
last week. 

Dc Ryan Matthews said: “The three robbers were 
wearing unusual wigs and had covered their faces but 
someone may recognise the suspects in the CCTV images.” 

“We also want to hear from anyone who may have seen 
the vehicle arriving or driving off.”

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Work by Goldie inspires 
Martin's gallery display 


WHEN Goldie was just a 
teenager the multi-talented 
artist was best known for his 
graffiti work, which covered 
walls in Wolverhampton and 
Birmingham. 

Now his early work has been cap¬ 
tured in a photo exhibition, which is on 
display at The Public in West 
Bromwich and has been organised by 
Goldie’s former agent Martin Jones. 

Martin, who lives in Sedgley, first 
met Goldie in 1984 when the teenager 
joined the Wolverhampton B-Boys hip 
hop breakdancing group. 

The father-of-two’s photographic 
exhibition, called Zulu Dawn, looks at 
the early years of hip hop and is on at 
the art gallery until May 6. 

Martin, aged 59, said: “The exhibi¬ 
tion follows the formation of the first 
breakdance crews and looks at how 
some of the early artists and dancers 
achieved fame on TV and as recording 
artists. 

Sounds 

“Images featured in the exhibition 
include photographs of Goldie as a 19- 
year-old breakdancer and graffiti 
artist, travelling to New York to meet 
his heroes in the South Bronx, and 
dancing in Central Park.” 

In the late 1970s Martin was a youth 
worker at Black Patch in Foundry 
Lane, Smethwick, and later at Hockley 
Port, Birmingham. 

When hip hop exploded in the UK in 
1982 with Malcolm McLaren’s hit 
single Buffalo Gals - featuring The 
Rock Steady Crew, Martin said his 
youth project became inundated with 
youngsters carrying ghetto blasters 
and bodypopping to the sounds of 
artists such as Whodini, Run DMC and 
Captain Rock. 

Zulu Dawn will be displayed at The 
Public from Monday to Saturday, 10am 
- 5pm, Sunday, 11am - 3pm and is free.

A CONTROVERSIAL develop¬ 
ment at the site of an historic 
Smethwick pub has been revised 
to triple the number of flats due to 
delays caused by objections. 

Edgbaston-based Gill Developments Ltd 
wanted eight flats and a restaurant at the 
site of the New Talbot, but the plan was 
deferred twice by planners due to opposi¬ 
tion before being given the go-ahead. 

However, the restaurant operator found 
another site in Birmingham and Gill Devel¬ 
opments Ltd revised plans to 25 flats but no 
restaurant. 

Developer Gurnam Gill: “There is a need 
for accommodation in Sandwell. We’re pro¬ 
posing a landmark development, a quality 
building.” 

The development will be four-storeys. 

Planners, who support the new plan, pre¬ 
viously deferred a decision on the Hagley 
Road, site amid fears access from Anderson 
Road was not suitable. They also wanted to 
talk to Birmingham planners. 

The site was a pub for more than 100 
years but it ceased trading five to six years 
ago. 

Councillor Bob Piper said he would try 
and arrange a meeting with the developer 
because some residents are unhappy about 
latest plans. Consultation has begun and a 
decision is expected in May. 

Work on schedule 

WORK costing £750,000 to help replace 
hundreds of windows at Wood Green 
Academy, Wednesbury, is more than half 
way through. The Department of Educa¬ 
tion said itt must be complete by March 31. 

Head Pank Patel: “We have now finished 
replacing them at two out of three blocks. 
We fell a bit behind because of the weather 
but I’m confident it will now be done on 
time.” Metal-framed single pane windows 
date back to the 1930s when the building 
opened. They are being replaced with 
double glazing to cut heating costs.

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Manufacturer plans to 
move on to foundry site 


AROUND 270 jobs will be created 
under plans for a new manufac¬ 
turing base on an old foundry site 
on the Sandwell border. 

The Ductile Wesson site, Moxley, closed in 
2009, shedding around 150 jobs. It brought 
an end to almost 200 years of manufactur¬ 
ing at Bull Lane. 

But agent Wednesfield Properties 
Limited has now earmarked the western 
part of the land for a new industrial build¬ 
ing, warehouse, offices and car parking. 

Under plans submitted to Walsall 
Council, an as-yet unnamed company spe¬ 
cialising in the manufacture of fasteners 
and components would move in. 

Darlaston South councillor Paul Bott wel¬ 
comed the scheme. 

He said: “The site has been vacant for a 
number of years. It’s a prime site for any 
developer in the Moxley area. 

“We want this to be a positive planning 
application which creates jobs in the area.” 

Fred Gleeson, chairman of the Moxley 
Regeneration Delivery group, added: “It 
will transform a derelict piece of land and 
bring it back into use. If it creates local jobs 
it will be great news for Moxley.” 

The application states: “The proposal will 
provide a new modern facility, which will 
revitalise the site and lead on to the rest of 
the site being developed out, thus creating 
additional jobs in the area and by bringing a 
currently vacant brownfield site back into 
use.” 

The warehouse and industrial space, 
along with three-storey offices, would make 
up a development of more than 150,000 sq 
ft. There would be 215 car parking spaces.

THE story of a once lost 
and forgotten war memo¬ 
rial and the town which 
history it represents, has 
been bought back to life by 
in a new book by Bloxwich 
authors. 

The Elmore Green School Old 
Boys’ Association war memorial 
was unveiled in the school hall in 
1922. 

The 458-page book Sorrow Into 
Pride traces the families and expe¬ 
riences of the 66 Bloxwich men 
named on the alabaster stone. 

The book is not only about the 
men on the memorial but the stone 
dedication itself. 

It was lost during the school’s 
many changes. During demolition 
it was stored away only to be 
reunited with what is left of the

school in which it once stood earlier 
last year. 

Many of Bloxwich’s young men 
signed up from the start of the war 
and went to fight with the British 
Expeditionary force as part of fifth 
battalion South Staffordshire Ter¬ 
ritorial Regiment. 

Among them were William 
‘Coxy’ Lavender, Horace Downes, 
Leonard Malpass, George Sargent, 
Jack Parton, Joseph Handy and 
George Groves. 

They were part of the Bloxwich 
‘Terriers’ D Company based at the 
local drill hall, otherwise known as 
Bloxwich Public Hall, on the corner 
of Wolverhampton Road. 

Many who went to serve would 
not come home and would later be 


recognised on the stone. 

Although many of the men on the 
memorial are listed as infantry¬ 
man, some joined other forces 
including the Royal Navy, the 
newly-formed Royal Flying Corp, 
which became the Royal Air Force, 
and many of the cavalry units still 
presents on the battlefields of the 
First World War. 

Authors Ken Wayman, from 
Walsall, who taught history at TP 
Riley Comprehensive, Bloxwich, 
for 26 years, and Barry Crutchley, 
who was born in Bloxwich close to 
Elmore Green School and still lives 
in the area, spent years researching 
the tales associated with the men 
and their memorial for the book.

£370m super hospital 

DEMOLITION has started in 
Smethwick to make way for a 
£370 million super hospital. 

Diggers are on site starting work to 
demolish properties in Grove Lane as 
the scheme moves forward. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust is delivering the 
project which will transform health¬ 
care in the borough. 

The trust has used compulsory pur¬ 
chase orders to buy much of the land 
needed for the superhospital. 

Demolition is starting with plots 
which have been vacant for some time. 

The trust expects it to take more than 
five years to complete the project. 

The start follows the announcement 
by the Chancellor, George Osborne, 
last year that a new private finance ini¬ 
tiative called PF2 will pay for the 
Midland Metropolitan Hospital. 

The trust estimates it will take six 
months to alter their plans in light of 
the announcement. 

Following approval procedures, it 
expects the procurement, building and 
commissioning phases of the scheme to 
take up to five years to complete. 

The 670-bed hospital will replace 
Sandwell Hospital in West Bromwich 
and City Hospital in Winson Green.

Plans for 200 homes praised 
as ideal by leading councillor 


A PROPOSED housing 
development that would 
see almost 200 new homes 
built in West Bromwich 
was welcomed by the 
borough’s economy boss. 

Solihull-based Kier Partnership 
Homes Ltd has submitted a plan¬ 
ning application to Sandwell 
Council outlining the development 
which would see 197 two, three, 
four and five bedroom homes built 
in Greets Green. 

And the scheme has been 
described as an “ideal develop¬ 
ment” by Sandwell’s economy boss, 
Councillor Derek Rowley. 

As well as the homes, plans 
include public open space and 350 
parking spaces on the 10-acre site. 

The development is earmarked 
for land which was due to be trans¬ 
formed into a £6 million extra care 
scheme for pensioners, but those 
plans were shelved three years ago 
amid fears that the site was too 
close to chemical hauliers Tennants 
Distribution. 

Suitable 

Councillor Rowley said : “Any¬ 
thing that develops derelict land 
has to be good. It helps us meet the 
number of homes that we need to 
provide in Sandwell for the growing 
population. Because it wasn’t suit¬ 
able for a care home doesn’t mean it 
isn’t suitable for residential homes. 

“In that area that would be an 
ideal development, for it is close to 
West Bromwich town centre and 
close to all the amenities.” 

The proposed scheme is divided 
into three areas of Greets Green 
with public open spaces to the 
south and the north with with new 
grass and wetland planting, foot¬ 
paths, sports pitches and lighting.

is an influx of people when a market is 
on, so that complements the local busi¬ 
nesses.” 

But retailers in Princes End fear 
that the markets will have an impact 
on their businesses and will be unfair 
competition. 

They also argue that they have not 
been consulted on the plans by local 
councillors, and that several meetings 
with them have been cancelled. 

Different 

More than 300 people signed a peti¬ 
tion protesting against the plans. 

However, to combat the fears, stall¬ 
holders are being asked not to sell 
products which compete with neigh¬ 
bouring shops. 

David Taylor, co-owner of John The 
Handyman’s, one of the shops in the 
precinct in Princes End, said that 
running a small business was difficult 


enough without the competition of a 
market. He said: “We are concerned 
that introducing a market would take 
customers from our already struggling 
businesses, and rather than invigorate 
the area, it would leave it in a worsened 
state.” 

In Wednesbury, town bosses were so 
impressed with the success of their 
Christmas markets that they decided 
to extend them for a further six 
months. 

Councillor Derek Rowley said: “We 
have had a consultation with most of 
the traders in Princes End, and they 
support the market and want to try 
something different. 

“This market will hopefully bring 
more shoppers in and help get some 
people interested in taking up those 
empty shops.” 

Ninder Johal, chairman of Sandwell 
Chamber of Commerce said: “It is 
great news for the Sandwell area. It is 
always good to see retail building up.”

Nurse in the

Golf course plan to prevent 
flooding at new homes site 


PART of a golf course will be 
used to help prevent flooding at 
a new housing estate in 
Oldbury. 

More than 100 homes are being built on 
the site of the former Sandwell College 
campus in Pound Road. But the area has 
been classified as a flood zone. 

A proposal has now been drawn up for 
a solution - using a section of the nearby 
Brandhall golf course as a “flood storage 
area” in an application that will be con¬ 


sidered by borough planners next month. 

Bovis Homes was granted planning 
permission to build 117 homes in March 
2010. 

At that time there was no objection 
from the Environment Agency, but a con¬ 
dition of planning permission was that 
on-site drainage work should take place. 
But following the grant of the permission, 
the Environment Agency has reclassified 
the site as a flood zone. 

Planning documents submitted to 
Sandwell Council state: “Bovis Homes, 


Environment Agency, Sandwell Leisure 
Trust, Sandwell Metropolitan Borough 
Council and Brandhall golf course have 
been working together with the objective 
of identifying a sustainable flood allevia¬ 
tion solution.” 

Barrier 

The flood storage area, at the northern 
part of the golf course, would intercept 
flood water, and an embankment would 
act as a barrier to the flow of water. 

If the plan goes ahead, some mature 


and semi-mature trees behind eight to 16 
Heron Road would be lost, but the appli¬ 
cants are proposing to replace them with 
a line of standard trees on the site bound¬ 
ary. 

A report to Sandwell Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee recommends that the 
works are approved. 

But members of Sandwell’s planning 
committee have opted to make a site visit 
ahead of a coming to a decision on March 
27.

Children who are 
living in poverty 

THOUSANDS of children in the Black Country are living in 
poverty, according to a new report. 

Wolverhampton tops the list, with 28 per cent of children 
in the city living in households earning less than 60 per cent 
of median income. Sandwell is just behind on 27 per cent, 
while 26 per cent of children in Walsall are living in poverty 
and the figure for Dudley is 19 per cent. 

In Cannock Chase, the number drops to 16 per cent and 
in South Staffordshire it is just nine per cent. The figures 
are part of a UK-wide Child Poverty Map, published by the 
Campaign to End Child Poverty. Chairman of the campaign 
Enver Solomon said far too many children whose parents 
were struggling to make a living were going hungry. The 
campaign called on local authorities to prioritise low- 
income families. 

The data shows that Sandwell’s highest poverty rates are 
in the wards of Princes End and Soho and Victoria, with 39 
per cent. Other hotspots in the region include Birchills 
Leamore, Walsall, with 40 per cent, St Thomas’s in Dudley 
with 35 per cent and Cannock North, Cannock Chase, which 
had 34.

Hit-and-run victim's family 
aims for park bench tribute 


THE family of a great 
grandfather of seven who 
died after a hit-and-run 
accident, is hoping to 
have a park bench 
installed in his memory. 

Retired bricklayer Bernard 
Betts, aged 85, was knocked 
down outside his home in Barrs 
Road, Cradley Heath, as he left to 
take his dog Jack for a walk. 

This week his son Les said they 


were planning to approach the 
council about installing the 
bench in Hayden Hill Park, 
where his father would take Jack 
every day. 

The idea was mooted when 
dozens of Mr Betts’s friends and 
relatives attended his funeral at 
Rowley Regis Crematorium. 

“We don’t know exactly where 
we want to put the bench yet,” 
said Mr Betts. “We will have to 
contact the council and get per¬ 


mission. We have no idea how 
much it will cost but we all agree 
it will be a fitting tribute.” 

Meanwhile police say they 
have received some information 
following a poster appeal to find 
the driver responsible. 

Conscience 

“The police are keeping their 
cards close to their chests but we 
understand they have made some 
progress,” added Mr Betts, a 
teacher at Walsall College. 


“We really want justice to be 
done. My father was a fit man and 
then bang. 

This person has turned our 
lives upside down. It has caused 
so much disruption. I would not 
wish it on anyone. I would love it 
if the poster campaign does tweak 
someone’s conscience.” 

Mr Betts senior was a retired 
bricklayer and a keen Aston Villa 
fan. He was knocked down on 
January 16 and died 18 days later.

Plans for health centre at

Theory of superiority led 
from Brum to Birkenau 



The Nazis industrialised death 
thanks to mass transport 
made possible by railways

A girl gives a heart-breaking 
account of life in a concentra¬ 
tion camp - and survives 


EUGENICS, the pernicious 
pseudo-scientific idea that 
some races are superior to 
others, was taken to its murder¬ 
ous extreme by Adolf Hitler but 
can trace its origins back to Vic¬ 
torian Birmingham. 

The term ‘eugenics’, from the Greek 
word eu (good or well) and suffix genes 
(born), was coined by Sparkbrook-born 
Sir Francis Galton, who was inspired by 
his cousin Charles Darwin’s seminal work 
On The Origin Of Species. 

The theory of natural selection influ¬ 
enced Gabon’s research into selective 
breeding, which sparked a deeply-flawed 
eugenics movement which became influ¬ 
ential in the early 20th century. It reached 
its horrific extreme in the 1940s with 
Hitler’s Final Solution and the depraved 
experiments of Josef Mengele. 

Evidence 

A party of 200 Black Country school- 
children recently saw evidence of the 
tragic results of eugenics on a visit to 
Poland, organised by the Holocaust Edu¬ 
cation Trust, to tour the Nazi death camps 
of Auschwitz-Birkenau. 

The Birmingham connection is high¬ 
lighted in new book Railways And The 
Holocaust: The Trains That Shamed 
The World (Mortons, paperback, 
£6.99). It may at first seem incongruous 
for a railway magazines publisher to focus 
on the Holocaust, and the detailing of loco¬ 
motive serial numbers seems oddly out of 
lace on pages dealing with mass murder, 
ut without the railways the murder of 
millions of people in concentration camps 
would not have been possible. 

In a series of interesting articles author 
Robin Jones explores the roots of Nazi 
racism, the role of railway workers in the 
Holocaust and asks why the rail lines to 
the death camps were not bombed. 

The most famous story from the Holo¬ 
caust is that recounted in the Diary of a 


Young Girl by Anne Frank but that ends 
before Anne was transported to her death 
at Auschwitz. The newly published 
Helga’s Diary (Viking, hardback, 
£16.99) is Czech Jewish child Helga 
Weiss’s account of life and death inside 
Terezin concentration camp. 

It is the little things that break the 
heart here, a girl’s desperate yearning to 
catch a glimpse of the father so cruelly 
separated from her and the childish illus¬ 
trations of life in the camp. Only a few 
hundred of the 15,000 Jewish children 
who entered Terezin survived, one of 
them was Helga, now a great-grand¬ 
mother living in Prague. 

She has rewritten sections of her 
journal over the years and maybe they 
should have been left in their raw state, 
but it remains a powerful testament. 

Other recent publications on this 
darkest period of human history include: 

Blood Lands (Bodley Head, hard¬ 
back, £25) shows that the Holocaust hap¬ 
pened outside the camps too, as Timothy 
Snyder goes to greath length to give voice 
to the victims of massacres in the ‘Blood 
Lands’ between Berlin and Moscow, 
where 14 million died over 12 years as 
victims of Hitler and Stalin. 

The Forgotten Holocaust (Hip- 
pocrene, paperback, £16.99) by 
Richard C Lukas highlights the suffering 
of the Polish nation during the Second 
World War, and suffer they did with some 
six million deaths. He also tackles the still 
sensitive issue of Polish-Jewish relations. 

Savage Continent (Viking, hard¬ 
back, £25) by Keith Lowe explores the 
period after the war officially ended. The 
architects of the new Europe were eventu¬ 
ally successful in rebuilding a continent 
laid waste with entire cities obliterated 
and 35 million people dead. But there was 
a lawless, chaotic period after the war 
when nationalists fought Communists, 
Germans suffered retribution and Jews 
were again targeted.

A child is dead. A community 
is in shock. A stranger arrives, 
keen to find out what 
happened. 

In those three short, sharp 
sentences, we have the basic plot of 
Broadchurch, a new, eight-part drama 
from Chris Chibnall. 

“Broadchurch is a hybrid: a cocktail 
of stories,” explains Chibnall. ‘A drama 
about a community racked by grief 
and suspicion. A whodunit packed 
with suspects. A character-driven, 
emotional thriller, thick with twists and 
turns.” 

The writer’s previous credits include 
Torchwood and Doctor Who - in fact, 
Broadchurch features several actors 
who have featured in the latter, such 
as David Tennant, Olivia Colman and 
Arthur Darvill. But the drama itself 
couldn’t be further removed from the 
Whoniverse if it tried. 

Instead, it focuses on the effect 
young Danny Latimer’s death has on 
the residents of the small Dorset town 
in which he lived, including his 
devastated parents, sister and 
grandmother, as well as the local 
vicar, the family’s friends and a _ 


mysterious character living in the local 
caravan park. 

Policewoman Ellie Miller is close to 
the case thanks to her son’s friendship 
with Danny, and she finds it difficult to 
deal with the subsequent investigation 
into his death, which is led by Dl Alec 
Hardy, a newcomer to the area whose 
methods may stir matters up. 

‘The script has great humanity and I 
think Chris shows immense 
understanding of the human condition 
in all the different characters and the 
way it impacts on the community,” 
says Tennant. “I think it will have 
emotional empathy, which is what 
pulls the audience in, whatever it is - 
whether it’s a murder mystery or 
something set in the future on Mars - 
it’s always that recognition of the 
human experience. That’s what makes 
us enjoy watching other people’s 
stories.” 

Having worked with Chibnall before 
on Doctor Who, Tennant knew the 
script for Broadchurch would be good, 
but wasn’t prepared for just HOW 
good it would be. 


subsequent scripts would be 
appearing throughout the process and 
we wouldn’t get final scripts until 
months into the shoot - which is a 
gamble,” claims Tennant. “But the 
fact I read it from cover to cover 
in one pass and was left at the end of 
the first episode desperately wanting 
to know what happens next was 
telling.” 

Jodie Whittaker, Andrew Buchan, 
Carolyn Pickles and Vicky McClure 
are among the outstanding 
supporting cast - and if their 
presence in this production is anything 
to go by, it’s going to be very special 
indeed. 

Tennant is certainly very happy with 
the way the drama has turned out: 
“What’s been great is working with the 
varied and talented cast. It’s great to 
be part of a genuine ensemble. 

“It’s also great to be part of 
something where all the characters 
have equally powerful stories to 
tell. There’s the whodunit aspect 
but there are other stories going on at 
the same time and such wonderful 
people portraying those parts and 
seeing those characters and worlds 
develop.” _

MUD, mud, glorious mud... 
you can plaster yourself and 
your friend or Valentine in the 
stuff at a Shropshire spa. 

The term dirty weekend can take on 
a wholesome meaning when experienc¬ 
ing Rasul mud therapy at the special 
steam and shower chamber at Macdon¬ 
ald Hill Valley Spa, Hotel and Golf, 
near the market town of Whitchurch. 

Less than an hour away by car from 
the Black Country and South Staffs, 
the Hill Valley complex boasts a newly- 
built spa alongside a modern four-star 
hotel and 18-hole golf course set in the 
rolling countryside on the Shropshire- 
Cheshire border. 

The welcoming reception staff will 
give visitors the spa tour and point out 
the treatments on offer, including 
several very tempting discounts, 
before showing you to the changing 
rooms to don the de rigueur plush 
white dressing gown and slippers. 

Relaxation 

For my spa day I opted for the Rasul 
mud therapy and a full body massage. 
The theme of the treatment suite, with 
its eight rooms, is Asian and includes a 
relaxation room which had me snooz¬ 
ing within about two minutes. The dim 
lights, comfortable long couches, exotic 
scents and gentle sounds combined to 
help me unwind as quickly as a broken 
clock. 

The Rasul mud therapy, which 
apparently originates in Arabia, is a 
cleansing bathing ritual that uses 
mineral-rich mud, heat and steam. 

After exfoliating with salt comes the 
fun part, applying the clay-like mud 
onto yourself- or each other. Relax and 
let the steam activate the mud, detoxi¬ 
fying the body, and then shower to 
leave your skin feeling soft and impec¬ 
cably clean. 

The best adjectives I can think of for 
the Rasul afterglow are “fresh” and 
“zingy”. 


The spa also boasts a state-of-the-art 
Technogym - including a vibrating 
plate to wobble yourself trimmer - and 
a 20-metre long swimming pool plus 
steam room and sauna. 

The package also included a light 
meal. These too were Asian themed, 
served Bento box style with compart¬ 
ments for different courses. It’s like 
Zen and the art of aircraft meals but 
with delicious fresh ingredients with 
the emphasis, naturally, on healthy 
options. 

The only bugbear was, because of the 
hotel and spa’s hillside setting, there is 
a walk up a couple of flights of stairs to 
the comfortable lounge where meals 
are taken. This is within the spa 
complex, so you will not get spotted in 
your fluffy robe by the golf and busi¬ 
ness types. 

Back to a treatment room and the 
young masseuse, from over the border 


in nearby Wales, asked how much pres¬ 
sure I wanted for my Swedish massage 
and then very effectively kneaded 
away the stress. 

I left Macdoland Hill Valley Spa, 
Hotel and Golf with a spring in my step 
and a feel-good factor that not even a 
dark, cold winter night could sap. 

Other packages include pampering 
for brides and mums-to-be, luxury day 
and half-day programmes, with a selec¬ 
tion of facials, manicures, pedicures, 
hot stone massage, anti-cellulite treat¬ 
ment, and Thai sports massage.

Junction boxes are 
targeted for metal

The value of the 
scrap was in the region of £150.”

Getting the garden into 
shape for summer time 



Want a formal garden but with a 
contemporary feel? Why not try topiary, 
suggests Hannah Stephenson 

I HAVE to admit it, I love formal 
gardens, those with a definite struc¬ 
ture, sense of purpose and every¬ 
thing in its place. 

Clipped box hedges, strong geometry using 
evergreens shaped carefully into balls and pyra¬ 
mids, evenly spaced in uniform lines or sections, 
can give a garden - front or back - a contemporary 
lift. Even a couple of box balls or standard bays 
in pots either side of your front door can give your 
home a grand entrance feel. 

If you want to add some formality to your patio 
this summer as a backdrop or accompaniment to 
pots which are full of colourful blooms, topiary 
may be the answer. 

Potted topiary can add emphasis to a garden 
design, for example, placing uniformly clipped 
globes along the edge of a path. Shaped plants are 
often used in formal settings but can also act as 
valuable exclamation marks in more informal 
schemes. 

Among the plants easiest to shape to your 
requirements are box (Buxus sempervirens), 
sweet bay (Laurus nobilis), yew (Taxus baccata) 
and privet (Ligustrum delavayanum). 

Faster 

While slow-growing evergreens are the tradi¬ 
tional topiary plants, you can use climbers to 
cover wire frames for a faster result. 

So, where do you start if you want to have a go? 
Beginners should start with a simple box ball or 
bay pyramid that has already been trained to 
shape and keep it that way by trimming it twice a 
year, in early summer and early autumn. Potted 
topiary also needs to be watered well in summer 
and protected from frost in winter, so it’s best to 
place it near the house. 

As your topiary grows, clip it very lightly every 
couple of months, taking off the tips of the shoots, 


to keep its natural shape while it grows and 
encourage branching, which will help thicken the 
shape. 

Tools you will need are secateurs, small hand 
shears or one-handed ‘sheep’ shears. Secateurs 
should be used to shape larger-leaved plants 
including bay, holly and viburnum. 

If you are trimming a ball or dome, stand above 
the plant, turning the shears upside down so that 
the shape of the blade follows the curve. Keep 
walking around and standing back to view the 
shape, making sure everything is even. 

Most topiary is based around a wire frame¬ 
work. Young shoots are tied into the frame to 
create bushy growth, then sideshoots are tied 
into the framework and cut back regularly to 
maintain the shape. 

If you have a little more time to create your own 
pyramid in a pot, choose a plant which looks like 
it will grow to roughly the right shape, plant it in 


the pot and place three bamboo canes made into 
a wigwam shape around it, tied with twine at the 
top. Tie any long shoots to the cane with twine to 
form the outer edges, then prune the plants to the 
‘pyramid’ template to maintain the shape. You 
should avoid shaping evergreens between the end 
of summer and mid to late spring, or the soft re¬ 
growth might not survive frosts. 

Interest 

For a quick fix, grow some plain green ivy over 
a wire topiary frame to create a traditional effect. 
Just plant the ivy around the rim of the pot and 
twine the trails around the wires of the frame. 
Suitable ivy with short joints includes Hedera 
helix ‘Duckfoot’ and ‘Tres Coupe’, which remain 
compact. 

Remember that potted topiary can be slotted 
into your flower border at any time of year to fill 
gaps and add interest.

New model 
three-door 
Seat Leon 
is unveiled 

THE wraps have been taken off the new three- 
door Seat Leon SC, revealing a shorter wheel¬ 
base and a different side profile to 
differentiate it from the five-door. 

Reducing the wheelbase by 35mm makes the SC more 
agile than the five-door, while a more steeply raked rear 
windscreen gives it a more aggressive silhouette. 

The car is, on paper, otherwise much the same as the 
existing Leon hatchback. It shares the same range of petrol 
and diesel engines, and the wheelbase change hasn’t 
affected boot space or rear headroom - although legroom in 
the back has decreased slightly. 

“We have given the three-door Leon SC a highly distinc¬ 
tive character - just deleting two doors would not have been 
enough for us,” says Alejandro Mesonero-Romanos, head of 
Seat design. 

Powerful 

“That is why we opted for the shorter wheelbase - 
although it is only 35mm, the visual effect is very powerful. 
The result is a big difference in the expression of dynamics. ” 

The turbocharged petrol engine range starts with the 
104bhp 1.2 TSI, with a 138bhp 1.4 and a 177bhp 1.8 above 
it. 

In the way of diesels, there are 1.6-litre and 2.0-litre 
choices, with the 104bhp 1.6 TDI pushing out 99g/km of 
C02, and the arguably more impressive 2.0-litre with 
148bhp emits just 106g/km. 

“With its slightly shortened wheelbase, the Leon SC is 
the sportiest and most emotional member of the Leon 
family,” says Dr Matthias Rabe, vice-president of research 
and development at Seat. 

“It has the feel of a sports coupe, yet boasts an astonish¬ 
ing degree of functionality.” 

The usual array of trim levels will be made available, so 
the SC can be ordered in S, SE and FR spec, with the latter 
having a different set of bumpers that does the Leon’s 
overall look better justice. 

Set to be officially unveiled at the Geneva Motor Show, 
the order books are expected to open shortly afterwards.

Albion's dream time 
as safety established

Albion 2 Sunderland 1 


WITH their main mission now 
completed, Albion and their fans 
are today free to dream. 

But before the club or fans turn atten¬ 
tions to greater glories, they should take a 
moment to reflect on what has been 
achieved already, writes Steve Madeley. 

A performance with more than a hint of 
their early-season swagger and two goals 
from the red-hot Romelu Lukaku took Steve 
Clarke’s side to 40 points - on February 23. 

Say it quickly, and it almost sounds 
straightforward but a generation of Baggies 
fans will confirm that what was achieved on 
an afternoon of varying emotions at The 
Hawthorns is the stuff of dreams. 

The finest Albion squad for 30 years has 
raced to the summit of a mountain that pre¬ 
vious groups from recent history had to 
scramble, claw and inch their way towards - 
sometimes falling short. 

Success 

Clarke’s men planted their flag in safe 
Premier League ground with snow still in 
the winter air. Now they have three more 
months to set their sights on even higher 
peaks, sure in the knowledge that the cam¬ 
paign is already a success. 

To put the current squad’s accomplish¬ 
ments in context, it is useful to glance back 
at the last two memorable seasons under 
Roy Hodgson. Albion are five points better 
off than they were at the same stage last 
time and a full 12 points ahead of this stage 
in the previous campaign. 

And in each of those seasons, it took 
Hodgson’s high-achievers seven more 
matches and roughly two more months to 
break the 40-point barrier that Clarke’s side 
smashed through at the weekend. 

If Baggies fans need evidence of on an 
upward trajectory, a quick look at the facts 
and figures should be all they require. 

Now, however, it is inevitable that sup¬ 
porters will begin to wonder how much more 


can be attained in what remains of this most 
enjoyable of seasons. While a mid-season 
injury crisis and subsequent loss of form left 
hopes of European football severely dimin¬ 
ished, back-to-back victories over Liverpool 
and Sunderland have put them close enough 
to the scrap to stay interested. 

Everton’s loss at Norwich, Swansea’s 
Capital One Cup distractions and Liver¬ 
pool’s continued struggles mean a strong 
end to the campaign might still put Albion 
in the mix for the sixth-place finish that 
could deliver a Europa League adventure. 

If key players can maintain form that sent 
Sunderland away empty-handed at the 
weekend, it is perfectly possible that the 
Baggies could end the season with a flourish 
similar to the one at the start. Claudio Yacob 
and Youssouf Mulumbu combined superbly 
in the heart of midfield to remind fans just 
how crucial their alliance is to their side. 


Twenty-nine points from 15 games with 
them starting compared to 11 points from 
the 12 games with one or both missing tells 
its own story. 

Captain Chris Brunt underlined his 
return to form with a performance of intel¬ 
ligent craft and industrious endeavour, 
while James Morrison did not allow a move 
out wide to limit his creative influence. 

With the rest of the side functioning and 
strike partner Shane Long sharing the 
burden of work, Lukaku produced an exhi¬ 
bition of pace, confidence and explosive 
power that The Hawthorns has surely not 
seen since Cyrille Regis was in his prime. 

The on-loan Chelsea teenager had already 
troubled the Black Cats’ defenders and 
helped carve out a glorious chance that 
Mulumbu squandered by the time he 
opened the scoring with a nerveless 35th- 
minute penalty after Liam Ridgewell’s cross 


was handled by former team-mate Craig 
Gardner. Lukaku was the focal point of a 
spell of dominance either side of half-time 
with a string of dangerous balls flying into 
the box, although the hosts did survive a 
pre-interval scare as ex-Wolves forward 
Steven Fletcher hit the woodwork. 

There were 15 minutes left as Lukaku 
grabbed a deserved second, skinning John 
O’Shea and chasing down Titus Bramble’s 
poor backpass before keeper Simon Migno¬ 
let’s clearance hit his shin and flew in. 

Stephane Sessegnon set up a tense finish 
as he scored and the mood hardly improved 
when rebel forward Peter Odemwingie’s 
introduction to a loud smattering of boos 
altered the atmosphere in the ground. 

But Albion held on for a significant win 
and now they can set new targets - once they 
have enjoyed their considerable triumph for 
a day or two.

The Scot said: “It’s some¬ 
thing that will come up for 
discussion in the summer. 

“Chelsea are his parent 
club, he is their player and 
they will decide what they 
want to do first and fore¬ 
most. 

“Hopefully, we will get a 
chance to put ourselves in 
the hat. 

“If Chelsea want to leave 
him out for another season 
somewhere I think we would 
have a strong chance of 
getting him back here but it 
is a discussion for the 
summer. 

Future 

“For such a young player 
the sky is the limit. 

“He has all the attributes 
to be a really top player. He 
is very level-headed and he 
understands why he came 
here and what he’s got to do 
in the future to be a big 
player at a really big club. 

“We will just try to help 
him along the way with 
that.” 

Chelsea paid £15m to sign 
the giant forward from 
Anderlecht in 2011 and the 
fee could rise to £18m with 
add-ons. 

But Clarke believes 
Lukaku has the talent to 
justify the London club’s 
faith. 

“Chelsea saw it as a long¬ 
term investment,” said 
Clarke.
